After a brief lull of Inac- 
tivity, the Antioch Rescue 
Squad really had a workout 
during the latter part of the 
past. week. 

Like babies, a large per- 
centage of Rescue Squad 
calls come during the early 
morning hours when the 
boys are enjoying their deep- 
est slumber.
